IMPROVES HERD, 


WRITER CLAIMS 


While Adams county deer hunters 
divide their opinions on the ques­ 
tion of an open season on does. 
Main s deer herd proves th at it 
pays to kill d'*es annually. The la t­ 
ter assertion, at least, is a claim of 
the Wildlife Manage rn ut Institute 
In a recent article on the subject, 
w ritten bv Joe Paneoa-t. author of 
•‘Trigger and Reel.” the latter says 
thai Maine deer hunters wi re “too 
practical to be sold on a Law lim it­ 
ing shooting to bucks only, with the 
result that Maine has continued 
to harvest buck- year after year and 
now boasts one of the healthiest 
whitehall herds rn the country” 
The Maine plan consists of a 
m onth or more to spread hunting 
and reduce the hazards of hum ans 
shooting each other Instead of deer 
of either sex. says the writer. Con­ 
tinuing, he says: 
Increase In W eight 
Twenty-five years ago, M aine’s 
annual bag was 8,379. For the past 
three years it has averaged over 
35.000 in a state only tw o-thirds as 
large as Pennsylvania. In 1925 a 200- 
pound deer was a rarity in Maine. 
But 
last 
year, weighing stations 
operated by the Toh and game com­ 
mission checked in 837 whitetuils 
ow r 'JOO pounds and 55 that topped 
300 pounds.” 
Here in Pennsylvania the deer 
controversy between 
hunters and 
state officials that came to a boil 
last fall E, still simmering. Topping 
the agenda of the two-day meeting 
of the Pennsylvania Federation of 
Sportsm en's clubs which opened in 
Harrisburg Friday were four resolu­ 
tions dealing vs itll 
the antlerless 
season. The federation, which claims 
200.000 members, opposed the two- 
day doe season at its October m eet­ 
ing.

THRU 70-FOOT 
TUNNEL HE DUG 


Baltimore, Feb. 19 aTh—A 39-year- 
old oonvict wormed his way to free­ 
dom early yesterday through a tw st­ 
ing 70-foot tunnel from his cell to 
the unrestricted side of the massive 
state penitentiary wall. 
He’s still at large today. 
Joseph Holmes, “the dinner-timo 
burglar*' of the 30s, was credited by 
Warden Edwin T Swenson with ' the 
meat fantastic escape I ve ever heard 
of * He was serving the loth year 
of a 20-ycar sehtence. 
The warden said ii. must have tak­ 
en Holmes two years to dig ins way 
out. 
A 
slender,

figure. 
Holmes started his tunnel under his 
bunk. He carefully lifted out a p.ece 
of slate about two feet square from 
the floor. Then he hit cement. Piece 
by piece, he chipped away the ce­ 
ment, apparently working only be­ 
tween 5 pm. and iO p rn. when the 
loud speaker system blared out radio 
programs This covered up the sound 
of his scraping and probing. 
After IO inches of this, he struck 
dirt. Then the real excavating be­ 
gan 
He disposed of the material 
scooped up with scrap iron he had 
smuggled in by flushing it down his 
toilet. 
Discovered Bv Guard 
He angled down atmo t vertically 
about IO feet, then angled toward 
the wall. Ten to 15 feet farther, he 
ran into a small cavern, hollowed 
out either by a sprmg or the over­ 
flow' from an old storm sewer. 
Holme, took odd bits of clothing 
and stuffed them into the crevice} 
of tile hollow—about six feet high 
and three feet long—to reinforce 
the walls and overhead against cave­ 
rns Then he started digging again. 
Once under the wall that extended 
IO feet deep. Holmes angled sharply 
up, 30 feet away. The tunnel emerged 
in a sodded area between the maul 
wall and a seven-foot guard fence. 
The escape was discovered ct 9:15 
a rn. by the cell-house officer, George 
P Gearheart. The motionless hump 
in Holmes' cot didn t budge when 
Gearheart yelled into the cell, so he 
investigated 
He found a wadded 
blanket and pillow, but no Holmes. 
By chance, his foot rocked slightly on 
the loose fdate flooring. Lifting up 
the bunk. Gearheart saw the square 
outline. He summoned the warden.
